DR. B.C. STONE NE DESCRIBES 


HIKE WITH 290 
BOYS 


Read Points Out That News- 
paper Plant Is a Factory 
Where Raw Products ard 
Labor Are Com ined 


Dr. R. GC. Stone and ‘Ben 
Read were the principal speak- 
ers before the Upland Rotary 
Ciub today, Dr. Stone telling 
of the hike. on which he took 
290 boys’ of Ontario and Up- 
‘and. Dr.-Stone was assisted 
by twelve leaders and he pro- 
nounced the hike a success 
from beginning to end. 


Ben Read, managing ~ diree- 
tor of the Southern California 
Editorial Association, spoke 
from the subject, “The Com- 
munity and Its Newpspare.’’ 
Mr. Read said, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


The local newspaper ig an in- 
stitution vital to present-day life 
that is constantly serving its com- 
munity and the editor is a typical 
member of a service club, Ben H. 
Read, Managing Director of the 
Southern California Editorial As- 
sociation, told the members of 
the Upland Rotary Club at their 
regular weekly meeting today at 
The Sycamores. es : 

‘Mr. Read: pointed out that the 
newspaper renders a physical ser- 
vice, an educational service and 
isa powerful factor that by its 
very power can render a commun- 
ity service. “The newspaper is 
the show window of your town,” 
said Mr. Read, “without a news- 
paper your town would cease to 
function. and grass would grow in 
the streets. Chambers of Com- 
merce, civic and public ~ enter- 
prises, all depend upon me news- 
‘paper to. put. them, over.” 

Tustrating that the newspaper 
renders a physical service, Mr. 
Read ‘pointed out that the news- 
paper plant is a factory where the 
raw products and labor are com- 
bined into the finished product. 
“The newspaper man builds his 
product anew for each issue. This 
is a tremendous task. The news 
and advertisements must be gath- 
ered. The type must be set and 
corrected, the paper must 
printed and delivered and “above 
all, the work must be accurate 
and the job be done on time. Ac- 
curacy is the first aim of a news- 
paper,’ continued Mr. Read.

“In addition to the physical ser- 
vice of a factory the newspaper 
renders an educational service. 
Some statistician has said that 90 
per cent of the world’s education 
attained after the age of 11 years 
comes through reading the news- 
papers.. What a tremendous rey 
sponsibility this places upon the 
newspaper-makers. The newspaper 
keeps the people informed of the 
happenings of the day, the devel- 
opments of science and industry. 
It keeps the people informed about 
their government, which is the 
greatest safeguard against cor- 
ruption. 

“We hear a great deal about 
the pewer of the press. But the 
best evidence of that power is the 
hundreds of millions annually 
spent for advertising, and it gets 
results or it would not be spent. 
The keen minds of big business 
enterprises know that money spent 
for . advertising brings returns. 
Generations ago England recog: 
nized three great, powerful es- 
tates: the lords temproal, the 
lords spiritual and the commons, |

Buried Greenland 


(New York Herald-Tribune) 

Donald MacMillan, the dispatches say, lill 
be allowed to photograph, but not to dig, in 
the old Greenland settlements, when he stops 
there on his way to the North Pole. Den- 
mark reserves the privilege of excavation for 
her own sons. 

Greenland had a civilization older than the 
white man’s history on our own continent. 
There in the far north Eric the Red, father of 
the Lief Ericson who may have seen America 
five centuries before Columbus, founded a set- 
tlement which grew, made laws for itself, ha: 
its stone churches and its. bishopric, survived 
for six or seven centuries—longer than the 
stretch of time between Golumbus and our- 
selves, and then died out and was forgotten. 
And to this day the archaelogists have not yet 
discovered how or why the colony which Eric 
founded came to an end. 

In the fourtenth century, according to a 
contemporary topographical description, there 
were some three hundred farms in Greenland. 
two cloisters and sixteen churches—one of 
them the Catedral of Gardar. The sites of 
most of them are known, and Danish expedi- 
tions have excavated a few. One bold Ice- 
lander, Herjolf Baardson, built his farm out 
on a headland, unlike most of his fellows, who 
hid their homes in sheltered nooks far up the 
fjords. Herjolf prospered; he built his own 
church and his family buried its dead in the 
churchyard on the seashore. The storms of 
centuries, however, have cut the shore back. 
and Eskimos and Danish travelers had lonz 
wondered at the remains which the sea wash- 
ed loose, when, in 1921, Denmark sent ‘a 
group of scientists to explore. They found 
coffins joined with wood nails, small carved 
crosses with runic inseriptions, and a number 
of secular garments, such as_no warmer .cli- 
mate had preserved, 

King’s robes have in a few cases lasted 
down the centuries, and students know from 
contemporary drawings what kind of clothes 
the common people wore. But never once 
has a complete garment of the Middle Ages 
been brought out of a European tomb; in 
the warm air they all rotted centuries ago. A 
Aozen full dresses, patched and mended, to 
be sure, but entire—were found in these 
Greenland graves. And, although their cut 
and design were copied from the styles of 
Paris and Florence. these clothes were ob- 
viously woven by Greenland women from 
Greenland wool. 

What had preserved them? That question 
drives back to the mystery of Greenland. 
The bodies had rotted, and grass roots in 
some eases had penetrated the clothes. But 
today the graves lie beneath the lowest level 
which the summer sun can melt. Greenland 
must be colder today than five or six cen- 
turies ago. And, with the increasing cold, ice 
floes much have blocked what had been open 
harbors, until the time came when the sum- 
mer brought no Norse ships with new supplies. 
No explorer has yet solved 
the riddle. The Eskimos seem to have no 
legends of killing off the last white men. 
Were they killed? Or did they simply die? 
The last skeletons buried were stunted and 
rachitic, something was wearing down the 
race. If Donald MaeMillan is not allowed to 
hunt for the answer we must hope that Den- 
mark will make good the implied promise to 
learn as much without him.

Better Homes Subject 
Before Club Women 


Whether homes will remain the 
same during the transition of 
present-day women was a question 
mooted by the Rev. €. A. Kent, 
pastor of the First Methodist 
‘Church, before a gathering of the 
Upland Business and Professional 
Women today at their noon lunch- 
eon, but one thing he thought to 
be most necessary was the adjust- 
ment of the home to the condi- 
tions of today. At one time all 
social events and religious teach- 
ing took place in the home, now 
they are all outside, women and 
homes wilt have to adjust them- 
selves to the economic conditions 
and not let their homes become as 
one boy expressed it “a place to 
go to get ready to go somewhere 
else.” Better homes mean good 
material both inside and out, good 
gardens and lawns, and well-fur- 
nished rooms, and this week is 
one out of the year to be deVoted 
to a more thorough carrying out 
of thes> ideals. 

Another speaker on Better 
Homes was F. H. Manker, who 
gave a brief outline of home dec- 
oration from the stone age, and 
mentioned the fact that wall 
paper was first used in the six- 
teenth century and was develop- 
ed in France. He made a strong 
plea for every woman to trust ‘to 
her own judgment in decorating 
her own house, and not take the 
advice of all her friends. Be in- 
dividual and choose your own col- 
ors. ‘Mr. Manker advocated plenty 
of color in the home, and said 
there was no real inharmony in 
color. Nature mixed shades in a 
riotous manner and human be- 
ings could too if they only took 
the trouble to plan things out. In 
decorating a home, wall paper 
should be chosen first, as once 
put it has to stay, while rugs 
and draperies can be moved into 
other rooms if not suitable. His 
talk was very much appreciated, 
as was a short pithy speech from 
Mrs. L. D. Temple, president of 
the Upland Woman's Club, who 
spoke on home building, and urg- 
ed everyone to plan large win- 
dows, lots of light and air in 
their new houses. In so’ many 
of the houses being built she had 
noticed how tiny the windows 
were and considered it a wrong 
idea to sacrifice comfort and 
health to looks. No home, said 
Mrs. Temple, was a real home 
unless everyone in it cooperated 
working each for the other and 
doing their share with efficiency.
